Clampdown on buskers 

Musicians could be kicked off patch if they don’t have licence

Buskers could be turfed off 
their pitches if they do not 
have a licence, as town hall 
chiefs try to tackle complaints 
about them. 

The system would give 
Kensington & Chelsea the 
power to move musicians on 
if they are causing a 
disturbance. 

The move has been billed 
as the first time a council has 
banned buskers, but a 
spokesman said: “There is no 
proposal to ‘ban’ busking. 

“The Public Realm 
Scrutiny Committee Report 
proposes a 12-month trial of a 
licencing scheme for busking 
and street entertainment. 
Some busking can cause dis¬ 
turbance and obstruction and 
has attracted complaints from 
residents and businesses. 

“The proposal seeks to 
strike a balance between ad¬ 
dressing anti-social behav¬ 
iour and allowing legitimate, 


licensed street entertainment. 
Any proposed changes to cur¬ 
rent policy would be con¬ 
sulted on.” 

In 2013, Camden council in¬ 
troduced licences for some 
forms of street entertainment, 
however Kensington and 
Chelsea’s licensing proposals 
cover all categories of busk¬ 
ing performance. 

This includes music, dance, 
street theatre, magic and cir¬ 
cus, as well as mime and liv¬ 
ing statues. 

A council report said it had 
“proved difficult” for council 
enforcement to attribute anti¬ 
social behaviour - excessive 
noise, health and safety issues 
of highways obstruction - to 
individual buskers. 

The new proposals suggest 
introducing licensing across 
the borough in a move that 
will provide greater control 
and make it easier to take ac¬ 
tion against anyone without a 
licence or those in breach of 
it. Licences would be valid for 
12 months, and although 


planned fees have not been 
outlined, Camden council 
charges £17 for a standard li¬ 
cence and £47 for a special li¬ 
cence that allows performers 
to use an amplifier. 

The report proposes limit¬ 
ing the number of licences to 
100, issued on a first-come- 
first-served basis, with a wait¬ 
ing list system for places. New 
licences would become avail¬ 
able when one is revoked or 
given up. 

The report said: “Requiring 
a licence will help manage 
busking and any other forms 
of street entertainment, re¬ 
duce the disturbance it is 
causing for residents and 
businesses alike and hope¬ 
fully reduce busking com¬ 
plaints. A review will be 
undertaken before the end of 
the 12-month trial period to 
determine if it has made a dif¬ 
ference to the quality of life 
for residents and businesses, 
reduced complaints, and 
whether it has been easy to 
administer,” said the report.

Westway has 
literally been 
killing us for years’ 



It was like a scene from the iconic 1960s TV 
sitcom Steptoe & Son, set in a nearby 
fictional street in Shepherd’s Bush. But with 
the smell of freshly-laid concrete. 

A rag and bone man, pictured right, was 
allowed to drive a cart along the six-lane 
Westway for the first time - and the last - on 
March 24,1969. 

It was part of an open day for the families 
of the staff who worked on the dual 
carriageway from 1964-1970. 

And it was probably the only time the road 
had only non-polluting vehicles on it. 

But this week, after almost 50 years of 
near to 300 million car journeys along the 
route, the residents are demanding more is 
done to protect them from the effects of the 
resulting pollution. 

The group, calling themselves Let’s Clear 
Some Air (LCSA), have taken the challenge 
of finding solutions to their plight into their 
own hands. 

They have already been involved in a two- 
year campaign to demand action from the 
Westway Trust and Kensington & Chelsea 
council to tackle the pollution in the area. 

They say they want to hold the £7million- 
a-year trust to account over its management 
of the 23 acres of inner London land they 
were handed when the dual carriageway 
was completed. 

The plot is called RAP23 - which stands 
for Reduce Air Pollution on the 23 Acres - 
and the residents there say that, despite 
being one of London’s richest boroughs and 
despite having 23 acres of land held in trust 
for their benefit, the people of North 
Kensington continue to live in some of the 
poorest wards in London. 

Many residents have lost faith in those 
being paid to look out for them. The group is 
holding solution workshops, with speakers 
including the air of the London Assembly 



Environment Committee, Leonie Cooper, 
leading environmental campaigners and 
experts in green solutions. 

They say the land beneath the former 
A40(M) - it lost its motorway status in 2000 - 
was intended to be compensation for the 
damage caused by its construction and the 
ongoing pollution. It followed protests and 
campaigns from locals in the late 1960s, 
including a banner beseeching a young 
Michael Heseltine to “get us out of this hell”. 

But campaigners now claim that many 
decisions made about the area have not been 
for their benefit and that the pollution from 
the road has led to the illnesses and 
premature deaths of thousands of people 
since 1970. 

Neither have they been consulted about 
any changes in the area. 

Parent and RAP23 member Dayo Gilmour 
said: “An organisation that makes £7million 
and has a chief executive on a £120k salary 



who doesn’t live with this pollution doesn’t 
seem to be taking this issue seriously. 

“We honestly wonder if things haven’t got 
worse over the past 40 years. It’s just not 
acceptable to drag your feet and make 
excuses over something that has literally 
been killing us for so long”. 

A council spokesman said: “Traffic from 
around the A40 is a major source of nitrogen 
dioxide and particulate matter air pollution 
in the north of the Royal Borough but pollu¬ 
tion levels on the borough’s main roads are 
all at similar levels. 

“The council cannot control the traffic 
passing through the borough on the A40 and 
to see a real improvement in air quality 
locally, vehicle pollution needs to be tackled 
across the capital. 

“The Mayor of London is planning to cre¬ 
ate an Ultra Low Emission Zone (ULEZ) to 
tackle this issue. The current plan is for the 
ULEZ to cover the same area as the 
Congestion Charging Zone and the Mayor is 
currently consulting on plans to implement 
it in 2019. Later this year the Mayor will be 
consulting on whether the ULEZ should be 
extended to cover the Royal Borough as well. 

“While it is the responsibility of the 
London Mayor and national Government to 
lead the way in addressing pollution levels, 
we have played our part by introducing the 
diesel surcharge, encouraging cycling, 
investing in improving public transport by 
supporting Crossrail 1 and 2, trialing the use 
of lamp columns to recharge electric 
vehicles and a number of other actions as 
part of our Air Quality and Climate Change 
Action Plan (www.rbkc.gov.uk/aqccap) 

Graeme Thornes, Westway Trust 
Director of Development, with 
responsibility for our environmental work, 
said: “Westway Trust was not set up to 
tackle pollution specifically. 

"We recognise this is a pressing issue for 
people locally, and while we cannot 
mitigate the impact of air pollution from 
the motorway entirely, we do want to play 
an active role in improving air quality 
and ensuring the estate is more 
environmentally sustainable. 

“We think the best way to play a role is 
by forming partnerships with those that 
share our concerns; seeking to influence 
those than have control over air quality; 
and working with the community and 
experts to focus on the right issues.” 
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History of the 
Westway: 

In the mid 1960s an 
overhead motorway, the 
A40(M) was driven through 
North Kensington staked out 
on giant stilts - the largest 
continuous concrete 

structure in the country. 

Two and a half miles of 
new road made it the longest 
stretch of elevated motorway 
in Europe. 

The new highway made 
driving in and out of the city 
much easier, allowing vehi¬ 
cles to cover in minutes 
ground that used to take over 
an hour to travel. However, 
while reducing congestion in 
the city, the highway carried 
the traffic above the lives of 
people living in North 
Kensington, with 90,000 cars 
a day travelling through 
their rooftops within the 
first few months of opening. 

The flyover brought noise, 
disruption, destruction and 


pollution to a 

community that was already 
contending with economic 
hardship, a decaying 
inner city environment and 
neglect. To make way for the 
modern engineering feat, 
homes were demolished and 
streets chopped in half or left 
stranded as little as 20ft 
away, exposed to the noise of 
traffic and the nightly glare 
of headlights. 

The protests of residents 
hit the headlines when the 
motorway opened in 1970. By 
then a decade of community 
action networks had 


grown up in the fight for 
better housing and open 
spaces where children could 
play. Activists set up grass- 
root associations, organised 
on local issues and cam¬ 
paigned for improvements. 

Following a four-year 
campaign, in 1971 the North 
Kensington Amenity Trust - 
now the Westway Trust - 
was set up, in partnership 
with the local authority, as 
the custodian of the 23 acres 
of land under the motorway 
to help promote positive 
use of the spaces that lie 
underneath the Westway. 
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See behind the

Camilla Warren worked as a 
waitress, drove hire cars on 
the set of a Bond movie and 
sold shirts door-to-door. 

She was also a financial 
journalist for news agency 
Reuters - she started in Fleet 
Street and then moved up to

But now she’s selling more 
than a 1,000 tape measures a 
month from her table tennis 
table in Margravine Gardens, 
Hammersmith.

“We are selling 15,000 a 
year at the moment. 

“I did not start by focusing 
on the baby market, which is 
where we have ended up. 

“It was originally for 
people who wanted to 
redecorate but keep 
the memories. 

“There is great potential in 
the downsizing market. 

“It has been very 
rewarding. One elderly gen¬ 
tleman bought four and gave 
them to each of his daughters. 

“I am at the age where I 
have a bit of time and it has 
been something to keep 
me busy. 

“I also have university fees 
of some of my children to pay 
for. One of them is 6ft 5in tall, 
so it’s too late for him to 
use one. 

“It is getting quite a 
handful now, though. 

“We are going to have to 
find a factory. 

“Now I want to see Talltape 
become a part of every child’s 
memory of growing up - here 
and overseas.”

Up to 400 new homes 
planned on site near 
former BBC centre

Up to 400 new homes could be 
built on land around the old 
BBC Television Centre on 
Wood Lane, White City. 

A site which was once used 
by retailer Marks and 
Spencer for warehouses and 
training in Wood Lane has 
been bought by Berkeley 
Homes, which is already 
building a huge £600million 
development on the next 
door site. 

It will become part of the 
Berkeley’s St James scheme, 
already scheduled to build 
1,500 homes, after acquiring 
an office campus from Impe¬ 
rial College London. 

It has agreed terms to ac¬ 
quire Centre House buildings 
on Wood Lane, in a deal that 
could see the buildings make 


way for at least 400 residen¬ 
tial units. 

Centre House, also known 
as the Ugli Campus, has 
60,000 square ft of buildings 
in four blocks currently used 
by around 50 small start-up 
and creative businesses. The 
land is estimated to be valued 
at around £14.5m. 

The buildings were va¬ 
cated by the BBC when it 
moved out of the Televison 
Centre, the neighbouring sil¬ 
ver building, nicknamed the 
Starship Enterprise, and 
BBC Enterprises in nearby 
Scrubbs Lane, a process 
which began in 2007 and ac¬ 
celerated with the move to 
Salford which began in 2013. 

Berkeley’s St James 
bought the M&S site for 
£100m in 2013 and estimates 
it could take another 12 years 
to complete the whole proj¬ 


ect. St James has appointed 
Pilbrow and Partners, which 
planned the Walkabout 
tower, Shepherd's Bush and 
worked on the Earls Court 
Masterplan, to design the 
Centre House extension part 
of the site. 

The builder aims to submit 
a planning application in 
2018. 

Transport for London is 
also developing shops in the 
30 railway arches bordering 
the site, intended for small, 
independent traders. 

The Centre House homes 
will command high prices, 
being near Hammer son’s 
Westfield shopping centre, 
Shepard's Bush Green and 
Wood Lane Tube station. 

Berkeley claims the hous¬ 
ing market in London has 
“stabilised” and enquiry lev¬ 
els are “robust”.

B rexit may mean ongoing 
uncertainty in the property sector 
across London and indeed the entire 
country, with rents falling and 
properties going unsold.

Well-heeled buyers with the cash to 
splash on prestigious properties are 
increasingly opting for apartments over 
houses, the research shows, with flats 
accounting for 22 per cent of millionpound 
property purchases last year, compared to 
17 per cent in 2016. 

Unsurprisingly, desirable and affluent 
locations such as Kensington & Chelsea are 
where the lion’s share of the pricey flats are 
being snapped up by investors. 

A quarter of the millionpound-flat sales in 
England and Wales in 2016 occurred in the 
royal borough which is among the most 
stylish districts in the city. 

The research also uncovers some 
surprising statistics, notably that there 
were no such big ticket sales in Hackney, 
east Londona decade ago, but 47 flats worth 


seven figures were sold there in 2016. 

Both Westminster and Kensington & 
Chelsea are where flat prices regularly top 
£2million, as well as where 51 per cent of all 
millionpound sales took place last year. 

Eye-watering property prices are, of 
course, no stranger to many parts of 
London, with one tiny place in Chelsea 
going on the market for £600,000 earlier this 
year. It could even go for £lmillion or more 
if it was done up, the estate agent said. 

Prime Hammersmith property, as well as 
others around the capital, are also being 
snapped up as demand continues at the top 
level of property investment, while 
languishing in lower levels of the market. 

One of the main drivers of exclusive flat 
buys in the capital is a lack of available land 
for expansive new builds. 

Investors are opting for high-rise flats 
instead, said Louise Santaana, lending chief 
at Lloyds Private Banking. 

“A finite supply of land in prime central 
London combined with a growing 
population has meant the only way is up 
with more and more developers focusing on 
apartments,” she said. 

“In the past decade there has been a large 
increase in the building of high-value 
apartments in Knightsbridge, West End, 
Victoria and King’s Cross, with Marylebone 
and Mayfair being the top two locations for 
most development. With demand still high, 
there are more in the pipeline.” 

The trend for apartments over houses - 
and expensive ones at that — is particularly 
evident in the south-east of England, the 
Lloyds research found. 

The heavily populated area of England and 
Wales had a mere nine flat sales 
individually worth £1 million over a decade 
ago, but last year had 44 - an astonishing 389 
per cent increase in a relatively short period. 

The east of England and the south-west of 
the country, meanwhile, recorded jumps of 
283 per cent and 150 per cent in 
millionpound flat sales respectively last 
year. Only two such flats of a similar 
price tag were sold elsewhere in England 
and Wales last year, one apiece in the 
north-east and north-west.

More than 1,100 activities 
took place throughout 
London to highlight the 
potentially devastating 
consequences of carrying 
a knife. 

In the last 12 months, 
officers have been 
delivering educational 
packages and have so far 
reached more than 14,000 
young people in London. 

The delivery of these 
packages aims to make 
youngsters think about the 
decisions they make and 
the possible consequences 
of their action, as well as 
diverting them away from 
joining gangs. 

Detective Chief 

Superintendent Michael 
Gallagher, the Met’s ‘Silver 
lead’ for knife crime, said: 

“This operation carries a 
positive and powerful 
message: this is about all of 
us addressing a problem 
that often has tragic 
consequences.

Works to improve Lyric Square 


Improvement works on the paved 
surface of Lyric Square have begun.

‘grit blasted’ with a special machine 
that will give it a deep clean while

Work will take place on the paved 
surface between Beadon Road and 
King Street.

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S o, my youngest son 
has been sitting his 
SATS. For those that 
don’t know they are 
the 11+ exams to 
mark the end of their 
primary school years and to 
make sure that they have 
learnt something. 

Things like adverbials, 
conjunctions, Roman 

numerals and being able to 
multiply fractions. 

All very important to an 11- 
year-old which they will 
probably forget by the time 
they turn 12. 

However, I have to say, as 
an adult, if you want to train 
your brain then help these 
kids revise. 

I am struggling with what 
children in primary school 
are currently learning. It’s 
mind-blowing.

My dog Barney loves eating 
human food. I find it hard to 
resist those puppy dog eyes 
and often give him titbits 
from of our evening meal. 
What sort of foods can dogs 
tolerate, and what should 
avoid giving my dog? 

Regularly feeding your dog 
human food can lead to 
obesity, which can have a 
huge impact on their health. 

Overweight pets are more 
likely to develop problems 
such as arthritis, diabetes and 
heart disease. Just like 
humans, our pets can 
become overweight when 
they eat too many calories 
and don’t do enough exercise, 
so those extra bits of food at 
meal times could be adding 
unnecessary calories to 
Barney’s diet. 

It’s also important to be 
aware that foods such as 
onions, chocolate, grapes and 
raisins are poisonous to dogs, 
so keep these out of reach. If 
you’re worried about Barney’s 
weight, or need some advice 
to help manage it, I would 
recommend speaking with 
your vet. 


I have a nine-month-old 
guinea pig called Dorie. She 
squeals when I pick her up 
and I’m not sure why. Is 
this normal? 

Guinea pigs and other small 
animals can get frightened 
about being handled, and 
they can become particularly 
scared if they’ve not been 
handled from a young age. 

Make sure you approach 
your guinea pig quietly and 
gently. You could start by 
taking Dorie small pieces of 
her favourite food. After a few 
days, offer Dorie food from 
your hand for a few days. 
Follow this up by stroking her 
just before you give her some 
food. By gradually building up 
in this way, you should even¬ 
tually be able to life her up. 

Always hold her over a flat 
surface, as even a small fall 
can cause serious injury. 

My one-year-old whippet, 
Rex, urinated himself in bed 
last night and he keeps 
trying to relieve himself but 
nothing comes out. He’s 
been sick once and isn’t 
acting his usual self. What 


could be wrong? 

This could be a potentially 
serious problem so I would 
strongly recommend taking 
him in to see your vet as 
soon as possible. 

These symptoms can be a 


result of multiple problems 
including as a urinary infec¬ 
tion, prostate disease, kidney 
or bladder problems. All of 
these diseases will require 
medical attention so it’s 
important to take him to the 
vets as soon as you can.

Survey find most cats prefer indoors

I ore than half of the UK’s 
cats - 56 per cent - 
spend most of their time 
indoors. The suggestion 
is that 43 per cent don’t 
go outside because they 
hate the cold. 

Figures reveal 48 per cent of cats 
don’t come inside when they are 
called but almost a third could be 
tempted by a treat. 

The survey, carried out by 
Vets4Pets, found when cats do 
venture outside, almost six out of 10 
never or rarely catch or kill any 
wildlife, while 12 per cent spend 
their time sleeping the day away. 

Dr Huw Stacey, vet and director 
of clinical services at Vets4Pets, 
said the results of the survey 
demonstrated that owners 
look at their cat’s lifestyle, in partic¬ 
ular the indoors versus outdoors 
dilemma. 

He said: “Domestication of cats 
began approximately 13 million 
years ago, and their lives are 
continually changing. 

“Indoor living in today’s society 
affords a high level of comfort for 
many cats, and owners often see 
keeping cats indoors as keeping 
them safe. 

“While preventing cats from the 
obvious risks outside of traffic, 
fights with other cats and parasites, 
the indoor life does pose some prob¬ 
lems for our feline friends. 

“Frustration, boredom and health 
problems including obesity and dia¬ 
betes are often associated with 
indoor cats. 

“But, according to the survey, 
most owners needn’t worry about 
letting their cat outside, as the aver¬ 


age cat tends to stay close to their 
home, not straying further than 
their own back garden or their 
neighbour’s. 

“Interestingly, 18 per cent of own¬ 
ers have no idea what their moggies 
get up to day-to-day, and one in 10 
cat owners think their pet has used 
up seven or more of their supposed 
nine lives.” 

Sam Taylor, a cat expert from 
International Cat Care, said: “The 
survey reveals people spend time 
thinking about their cat’s welfare, 
which is obviously good news. 

“It’s worth remembering that cat 
litter was only introduced in the 
1950s, so all cats spent time out¬ 
doors, even if just to go to relieve 
themselves. 

“And litter trays marked another 
shift in the gradual changing in the 
cat’s status, from vermin catcher to 
companion. 

“But cats still retain the skills 
that made them excellent hunters, 
such as sharp eyesight, hearing and 
sense of smell, and these need to be 
stimulated regularly to keep cats 
healthy and happy. 

“Cats, just like humans, have dif¬ 
ferent personalities and different 
lifestyles suit different cats. 

“Understanding a cat’s personali¬ 
ty can help enormously in provid¬ 
ing the right lifestyle for them, 
including how much time they 
spend inside and outside of the 
home.” 

Many owners, whose cats have 
been outside during the day have a 
unique cat-call to bring their cats 
back to base as night-falls. 

However this isn’t always enough 
as almost half simply ignore their 



owner’s requests. 

But there’s no fooling these cun¬ 
ning creatures, 31 per cent are more 
than happy to play ball, if there’s a 
treat at stake. With a little simple 
training, cats can be trained to come 


when called.

I t’s the most popular time of 
year for decorating and ren¬ 
ovating your home, and ac¬ 
cording to NHBC, the UK’s 
leading warranty and insur¬ 
ance provider for new homes 
It is also a good time for plant¬ 
ing trees and shrubs ready for 
those lazy days in the garden en¬ 
joying a bit of alfresco dining. 

Planting trees and shrubs cre¬ 
ates a more attractive garden, 
and is a great way to fill a gap, 
provide privacy; and screen 
sights and sounds from next 
door. 

But before you get carried 
away, remember that roots often 
extend to distances in excess of 
the height of the tree and they 
can take moisture from the soil. 

So before you start planting, or 
drastically cutting back the 
greenery in your garden, here 
are some of NHBC’s practical tips 
on planting trees and shrubs near 
your home to help reduce the risk 
of potential damage: 

If the soil is clay, new planting 
may cause it to shrink, while re¬ 
moving existing trees and shrubs 
may make it swell. 

So plant new trees away from 
your home. 

Find out how tall the mature 
tree will be and make sure it is 


positioned at least three quarters 
of this distance from the house. 

High water demand trees 
should be planted no closer to the 
home than one-and-a-quarter 
times the mature height. These 
include elm, eucalyptus, oak, 
poplar, willow and some common 
cypress species. 

Avoid planting climbers such 
as Ivy and Virginia creeper 
against house walls, as they hold 
on using suckers, twining ten¬ 
drils or aerial roots which could 
damage mortar and may cause 
damp. 

Plant these at least three me¬ 
ters from your home. 

Before cutting down or prun¬ 
ing a mature tree, check with 
your local authority to make sure 
that it is not protected by plan¬ 
ning conditions, conservation 
area restrictions or a Tree 
Preservation Order. 

Allow enough room for trunks 
and large roots to grow safely. Be 
particularly careful if planting 
near drains or lightweight struc¬ 
tures. 

Although you do not need to, 
when planting new trees in your 
garden that will also be near you 
neighbour’s house, be consider¬ 
ate and ask your neighbour if 
this is okay.You could be liable 


for the cost of repair if the trees 
you plant cause damage to their 
home. 

Regular pruning of fast grow¬ 
ing, thirsty trees such as ley- 
landii will help to reduce the 
amount of water taken from the 
soil. 

The level of soil around your 
home should be kept below the 
damp proof course. 

Paths should also generally be 
kept around 150mm or two brick 
courses below the damp proof 
course, except where these have 
been designed to provide level ac¬ 
cess into the home. 

If you are not sure where the 
damp proof course is, ask the 
builder to show you. 

Where air bricks, permanent 
ventilators or perpend vents are 
provided, they should not be 
blocked or covered by soil or 
paving. 

And last of all, although the UK 
is fortunate to have plenty of 
rain, do ensure trees and shrubs 
are watered sufficiently to give 
them a good start in life espe¬ 
cially those that maybe sheltered 
by other structures.

Angels in America is running at the National Theatre until August 


B inge-watching box 
sets is the way many 
of us now watch tele¬ 
vision programmes, 
but does the ritual of 
chopping up a story 
into 45-minute episodes 
translate when it comes to a 
stage production? 

Having more than two acts 
isn’t a new thing in theatre, 
but there seems to be a trend 
towards expecting audiences 
to commit to spending whole 
days in an auditorium, with 
Harry Potter and the Cursed 
Child packing them in, and 
now the National Theatre’s 
posterior tingling eight-hour 
marathon production of 
Angels in America. 

The question is: does Tony 
Kushner’s epic two-part gay 
fantasia warrant such a vast 
amount of viewing time? The 
answer is, in the most part, 
yes. You see, it’s all to do with 
character development. Like 
the pilot episode of a new Net- 
flix series, you have to invest 
in the introduction to the tale 
before you can fully immerse 
yourself in the glorious elab¬ 
oration, and with Angels in 
America, you must first get 
past the fact that most of the 
leading characters aren’t 
very likeable. 

It’s 1985 and Roy Cohn 
(Nathan Lane) is a powerful 
and cut-throat city lawyer in 


a time when the Aids epi¬ 
demic is at its height. 

Admitting that he is a ho¬ 
mosexual is the path to ca¬ 
reer suicide, so he denies his 
sexuality. 

He’s not the only one ei¬ 
ther, with Mormon Joe Pitt 
(Russell Tovey) and his wife 
Harper (Denise Gough) strug¬ 
gling to come to terms with 
the truth behind their trou¬ 
bled marriage, and the neu¬ 
rotic Louis (James McArdle) 
failing to commit to his rela¬ 
tionship following his part¬ 
ner’s deadly diagnosis. 

It’s a complicated and yet 
powerful story, which for the 
most part, sucks you in with 
some truly masterful per¬ 
formances from the all-star 
cast, and keeps you on the 
edge of your seat for sizeable 
portions of the theatrical 
slog. 

Part one (Millennium Ap¬ 
proaches) is much stronger 
than part two (Perestroika), 
mostly because it sticks to the 
reality rather than the fan¬ 
tastical, so the plot whips 
along. The inexplicable intro¬ 
duction of angels into the ac¬ 
tion during the second 
installment, which I can only 
assume is to highlight our 
own mortality, does feel like 
a needless tangent. 

There are stand-out per¬ 
formances from Russell 


Tovey and Nathan Lane, with 
both capturing the torment of 
hiding your true being, while 
Andrew Garfield does a great 
Norma Desmond impression 
as Prior Walter - all diva and 
dazzle - even when he is fac¬ 
ing his untimely demise. 

Although excellent, Denise 
Gough’s character is just a bit 
too incidental and James 
McArdle gets somewhat 
weighed down by Louis’ 
heavy dialogue at times. 

Ian MacNeil’s design is 
hugely impressive, and the 
sound by Ian Dickinson cre¬ 
ates a perfect inter-dimen¬ 
sional feel with grand brass 
interludes mixed with eerie 
elevator music. 

Watching both parts in one 
day is a bit mind blowing and 
I think those who are spread¬ 
ing it over two nights will get 
a far better experience, by 
having a break from the in¬ 
tensity. 

This is a theatrical box set 
well worth watching how¬ 
ever, with important political 
themes, which easily trans¬ 
late to our modern socio-eco¬ 
nomic climate and is a lesson 
in performance from some 
real greats.

An alternative 
take on tango 


I remember on one sum¬ 
mer holiday in Devon my 
dad jumping up excitedly 
while watching the 
weather forecast on TV 
and shouting Tried eggs, 
fried eggs.’ 

It was not his breakfast 
order but his joy that a decid¬ 
edly soggy start to our annual 
pilgrimage to the West Coun¬ 
try was about to turn into glo¬ 
rious sunshine - and so it did. 

It was one of those moments 
you never forget - Tried eggs’ 
was his interpretations of sun 
symbols on the weather chart 
- and it was while eating at 
Goode & Wright in the iconic 
Portobello Road in Notting 
Hill with my partner Fiona on 
a warmish spring evening, 
that another memorable mo¬ 
ment started to unfold. 

As the evening wore on and 
the lights started to illuminate 
the famous market street, I re¬ 
alized that the good I was eat¬ 
ing was pretty damn good. 

No, in fact it was turning 
out to be pretty damn 
memorable. 

Goode & Wright is some¬ 
thing of an institution and the 
name was inspired by a for¬ 
mer school uniform outfitter 
from 1928 who serviced the ad¬ 
jacent Portobello School. Tip¬ 
ping their hats to the 
industrious Mr Goode and Mr 
Wright, the restaurant has re¬ 
tained the original signage’s 


colours and typography. The 
intimate bistro and wine bar 
has recently undergone some 
changes with a new manage¬ 
ment and food team takeover, 
with chef owners Oren Gold- 
feld and Gabriel Munuz Ro¬ 
driguez at the helm. 

The intimate narrow 
restaurant comes with plump, 
inviting cushions scattered on 
leather banquettes, and wood 
paneled walls broken up by 
interesting artefacts and sub¬ 
tle, well positioned standout 
lighting. 

There is a global influence 
to the new menu, which 
makes a slight departure from 
traditional French fare, with 
imaginatively presented bold, 
edgy dishes served as both 
small and large tapas-style 
sharing plates. 

Things started promisingly 
with ‘nibbles’ of well deliv¬ 
ered light and flavorsome 
crispy prawn, filled with basil 
(£8.50) and tangy sun-dried 
tomato pesto with an interest¬ 
ing selection of crunchy cru¬ 
dites (£5). 

However, this was just the 
warm-up act for the exem¬ 
plary dishes that followed, 
starting with crispy brie (£7), 
which just oozed out on to the 
plate, elevated by some 
delightful dollops of tomato 
vanilla jam. 

Aubergine with 

chimichurri, romesco and 


migas (£7.50) was a sensa¬ 
tional marriage of smoky 
flavours and textures per¬ 
fectly matched by hints of 
heat that kept on giving to the 
taste buds. 

Next came lovingly cooked 
grilled octopus (£10.50), which 
hardly needed accompani¬ 
ments including harissa yo¬ 
ghurt and chickpeas, and was 
only a squeeze of lemon away 
from pure perfection. 

This was top quality cook¬ 
ing and it did not let up with 
soft thin tender rare slices of 
melt in the mouth onglet steak 
(£9.50) with portobello mush¬ 
room and a stonking four day 
in the making addictive and 
bold cafe de Paris sauce. 

I was left licking my lips 
while Fiona declared the 
crunchy sweet potato fries 
(£4) “the best ever”. 

Deserts continued along the 
same inventive theme with 
marmite and chocolate Guin¬ 
ness cake (£5.50) tempered by 
black sesame ice cream a 
pleasant shock to the palette 
and scoops of black sesame 
and pistachio (£4) ice cream 
hitting the mark. 

A carefully curated choice 
of wines, with a good selection 
by the glass, and warm 
friendly service adds to what 
was a memorable dining ex¬ 
perience and yes I will be 
going back for more, and very 
soon. 
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I f you tell Samantha 
Womack she looks like 
death warmed up, she’ll 
take it as a compliment - 
it means she’s got her 
make-up right. 

Because if meeting a 
watery demise earlier this 
year in EastEnders wasn’t 
enough, Samantha’s latest 
project also sees her dabbling 
with death as she tours in the 
British and Irish premiere of 
the Broadway hit musical 
The Addams Family, playing 
Morticia Addams, the 
monster mum of a family of 
ghouls. The Addams Family 
is based on the cartoons of 
Charles Addams. 

Samantha, whose career in¬ 
cludes leading roles in South 
Pacific and Guys and Dolls, 
admitted the idea of doing 
another musical wasn’t high 
on her ‘to do’ list. 

“I agreed to go to the initial 
meeting, but I wasn’t 
convinced,” she told me. 

But preparing for that 
meeting entailed a certain 
amount of research, during 
which Samantha found her 
mind being changed. 

“Immediately I got a very 
clear sense of how I should 
play the role. 

“I’d never played a charac¬ 
ter that was so deadpan 
before and as I read the script 
I really started to enjoy it. 

“I also liked the character- 
style of singing, which was 
different to me. Suddenly I 
couldn’t stop thinking about 
it; I was being seduced!” 

So the role chose her, not 
the other way around? Laugh¬ 
ing, she nodded. 

“When I realised I really 
wanted to play Morticia I was 
as surprised as everyone else, 
although it helped that the 
producers and creative team 
were just the warmest group 
of people I had ever come 
across. There’s something 
very infectious about people 
who are so passionate.” 

Bagging the role, she found 
herself in expert company. 

The Addams Family is 
written by Marshall 

Brickman and Rick Elice, the 
creators of the Jersey Boys, 
with music and lyrics by 
Andrew Lippa. 

“We’re really lucky,” 
sighed Samantha. “It’s a show 
with a credibility. The cast is 
phenomenal - musical 
theatre royalty -including 
Les Dennis. Les has starred in 
loads of musicals, including 
Spamalot, but he is also a 
really knowledgeable comedy 
buff. He is going to be great as 
Uncle Fester.” 

It tells the story of 
Wednesday Addams, a 
princess of darkness with a 
shocking secret. 

When her father Gomez 
learns she has fallen in love 
with a smart young man from 
a respectable family, he must 
do something he’s never done 


before — keep a secret from 
his beloved wife, Morticia. 

Inviting Wednesday’s 
‘normal’ boyfriend and 
family to dinner, meeting 
Lurch, Pugsley Uncle Fester 
and the rest of the clan will 
ensure it’s a night nobody 
will forget in a hurry. 

With lots of laughs and 
terrific music along the way, 
Samantha hopes families will 
come and enjoy a really good 
night out together. 

“My daughter, who is 12, 
especially loves the character 
Wednesday and I think most 
young girls will. 

“The age guide is seven 
plus, but it is very much a 
family show that will really 
entertain people and send 
them home with a light and 
happy feeling.” 

By dint of her career 
Samantha’s children have 
grown up in and around 
theatre, but all children 
having access to live 
performance is something 
she actively champions. 

“Engaging in live 
performance is something 
that should be possible for 
all children. There’s a lot of 
debate about theatre being 
elitist at the moment and I’m 
trying to set up a relationship 
between children in care and 
production companies so that 
when there are empty seats, 
these children can benefit 
from the experience.” 

Thoughtfully, she added: 
“As I get older, the need to 
have a bit more creative con¬ 
trol is important and I am 
passionate about exploring 
ideas and telling stories that 
need to be told. 

“Making theatre and film 
that is inclusive is something 
that I seem to be gravitating 
towards. I’m not sure how it’s 
going to manifest itself yet, 
but I’m definitely being 
pulled in that direction.” 

As for touring, living out of 
a suitcase doesn’t worry 
Samantha. 

“EastEnders meant that I 
was stationary for a long 


time. Going back to treading 
the boards was appealing. I 
stop myself tail-spinning by 
staying fit and healthy and by 
keeping to my own little 
routines, but touring is 
exciting and each theatre gets 
a slightly different 
production, because 

architecturally and 

acoustically every theatre is a 
different experience.” 

Samantha, is particularly 
looking forward to 
visiting Wimbledon. 

“I’ve got loads of friends in 
South London who I never get 
to see, so Wimbledon is a 
really social week for me. I 
can’t wait to catch up with 
people, and of course the 
theatre is just lovely.” 

Confessing that her 
dressing room tends to look 
more like someone’s sitting 
room than a place of work, 
Samantha finds home 
comforts, well, comforting. 

“I have lots of photographs 
around me and wherever 
possible I have the kids and 
the dogs with me. That makes 
me very happy.” 

Before we said goodbye we 
marvelled again at the 
incredible longevity of a 
family that started life as a 
magazine cartoon almost 80 
years ago. 

“The Addams Family is 
really ingrained in American 
history. I remember watching 
a repeat of the TV series in 
the 1980s and I loved it. 

“I especially loved the 
wistful quality of Carolyn 
Jones, the actress who played 
Morticia; it was as if she was 
trapped in another age.” 

She might have left the 
clan-clashing of Albert 
Square behind, but for the 
next few months Samantha is 
going to be surrounded by 

another wonderfully odd 
family. Still, a ghoul’s gotta 
do what a ghoul’s gotta do...

Champions Chelsea will be focusing 
hard to win the Champions League 
next season according to Cesc 
Fabregas who also revealed he won’t 
be looking forward to facing his 
former side Arsenal in the FA Cup 
final at the end of the month. 

Having secured the title by 
winning 1-0 at WBA on Friday, the 
Blues celebrated last night in a home 
match against Watford. 

LWN Sport went to press before 
the result was known, but nothing 
was at stake and fans and players 
simply revelled in the occasion. 

Chelsea face relegated Sunderland 
on Sunday in the final league game 
of the season where departing John 
Terry and Gary Cahill, his able 
deputy, will take possession of the 
trophy and they and the players will 
receive their medals. 

Fabregas, 30, who is expected to 
leave Stamford Bridge in the 
summer, could not contain his 
delight at winning the league for the 
second time in three years. 

“It feels great,” he said. 

“There’s something about winning 
this trophy from the other ones that I 
was very lucky to win at Barcelona, 
probably the biggest things in foot¬ 
ball, but winning the Premier 
League trophy is something special, 
it gives you a special feeling. 

“Having played in Spain, watching 
a lot of football as I do, Germany, 
France and Italy. This is the best 
league in the world. Maybe not the 
best players in the world, but it’s the 
most competitive and most difficult 
league to win, for sure. 

“Anyone can beat you. That’s the 
thing. I’ve played in Spain, there was 
many games where you had to do 
really, really bad to drop points. 

“Here, every game is tough and 


that’s why next year with the 
Champions League as well we will 
have to be at the top of our game to 
compete again for the Premier 
League. 

So will the Blues challenge for the 
big cup next season? 

“We definitely feel we can do 
something in the Champions 
League,” said the Spain midfielder. 

“It will be a big target for us. The 
English teams are struggling. You 
will see that six teams can win the 
league easily. Any of them can do it. 

“Then some of them will play 
Europa League, Champions League. 
Then on top of that you have the 
League Cup. The FA Cup. Other 
leagues don’t have these extra 
games, extra trophies and extra 
difficult games. 

“You go to Burnley and it’s 
difficult. In Spain, you go to other 
places, relegation teams and it’s not 
as difficult. It will be very tough to 
compete but we feel we can be strong 
next season, not just in the Premier 
League but the Champions League as 
well.” 

To do that Fabregas expects new 
faces at SW6. 

“I am sure we will strengthen our 
team. We’ve won. But that doesn’t 
mean that the team cannot get better. 

“Every team, even if they win, 
they will try to improve and I’m sure 
that Chelsea will try to do that.” 

So what has Antonio Conte done to 
turn a team who finished 10th last 
season into champions? 

“He has made a big impact, a 
good influence. He is a winner,” 
said Fabregas. 

“He has made such a good impact. 
When he sees something not going 
well, he tries to change it, sometimes 
at the beginning we saw many 
changes, maybe some of us are not 
used to it. But we know now exactly 
what he wants from us. We also had 
a lot of time in between weeks to pre¬ 
pare well, to train well and maybe 
next season we won’t have as much 
time. 

“But at least this season has 
prepared us well for what 


will happen next season.” 

Fabregas was out of the side early 
in the season but has had a serious 
impact in the second half. Does he 
feel the same? 

“Probably. Probably, to be honest. 

I feel in great shape,” he said. 

“I have been feeling like that since 
early December, let’s say. But at the 
beginning it was frustrating and if 
you don’t get into the team then you 
don’t really know what’s happening 
or what will happen. 

“But through hard work and 
belief, I made it happen. I’ve worked 
hard to get back into the team and I 
feel I’m getting the rewards now and 
have made it happen.” 

With Sunderland out of the way 
next week, it’s all steam ahead for 
the FA Cup final against Arsenal on 
May 27. 

“Yes, it will be emotional,” he 
confessed. “It’s not as if I like to play 
against Arsenal because they are a 
club which is in my heart and they 
will always be. 

“But this is football and this is 
what we have to do, it can happen 
and hopefully we can win the double. 

“That would be a fantastic season 
for Chelsea and for us. 

“I have to put those feelings aside. 
You have to be professional. Of 


course it means a lot to me, it’s not 
an ordinary game for me. 

“It will be a tough game. 

“I watch Arsenal, they are playing 
well, they are playing a different 
system and maybe they are not 
performing fantastic in this system. 

“But they are defensively better. 
They are winning and that’s 
important for them. Their belief 
is higher. 

“But our belief is high, 
hopefully we can hurt them in the 
way we want.” 

What would winning the league 
and FA Cup double mean? 

“Imagine that. It would be 
fantastic,” he said. 

“It would be fantastic for the 
players. It would be fantastic for the 
manager. To do it in the first season 
after the problems we faced. 

“We started with a system, then we 
changed, it started well, then it 
didn’t go well. Then we had to 
adapt to another kind of system with 
5-4-1, 3-4-3, it depends on the time of 
the game. 

“We have worked hard, we’ve 
worked hard to improve but I still 
think we can do better and so 
hopefully by the end of the season we 
will prepare well for the FA Cup 
final and rest well for next season.” 



Number one jersey is up for grabs said goalkeeping coach 


QR players may be on their 
holidays following the end 
of the season, but work for 
next season has 
already begun. 

For a team that finished 
18th in the Championship 
and two points from 
relegation, the goalkeeping 
position will be a keenly 
fought position. Alex Smithies has been number one but 
will face a challenge from two youngsters. 

Smithies, 27, won three end of season awards 
at Loftus Road and goalkeeping coach Gavin Ward feels 


they were fully deserved. 

“He’s been in a happy place this season,” Ward told 
www.qpr.co.uk. 

“Yes, results haven’t gone the way we wanted them 
to, but from his point of view he has been a model of 
consistency all season. 

“That has rubbed off on the rest of the keepers behind 
him, they are starting to get that consistency as well. 

“He’s got a lot of ability, always has had, but for me 
this season it was his level of high consistency that he 
started off with and then kept up all season that took him 
to the next level. 

“To do that as a goalkeeper is a very difficult thing 
to do. 


“Normally, I’d give a keeper two or three goalkeeping 
errors a season,” he said. “For my mind Alex has only 
made only one glaring error and that was Ipswich away 
with a misplaced header, which can happen. Apart from 
that he has been second to none.” 

With Matt Ingram and Joe Lumley looking to oust him 
from between the sticks, Smithies has had to be at the 
top of his game. 

Ward said: “The future for QPR in the goalkeeping 
department at the moment is looking very bright. 

“Matt is a model professional. He’s only 23 and 
has played 150 league games so he’s vastly 
experienced already. 

“He’ has all the attributes to become a top, top 


goalkeeper. He pushes Alex day in day out and Alex has 
risen to that challenge. 

“He has time on his side and the future bodes well 
for next season because the number one jersey is up for 
grabs again as it’s a fresh start.” 

Lumley has been on loan at Bristol Rovers with 19 
starts in League One behind him. 

Ward said: “I kept in dialogue with Bristol Rovers’ 
goalkeeping coach a few times a week so I knew Joe 
was doing well. 

“One of the things that has shown me he has done 
well is that other coaches are calling me asking what we 
are doing with Joe next season. 

“There’s been a few of those already.”

Fulham have been warned to 
expect more of the rough 
stuff in tonight’s second 
leg play-off at the Madejski 
Stadium. 

Boss Slavisa Jokanovic 
believes Reading played to 
the very limit of the law in 
adopting the aggressive ap¬ 
proach which characterised 
Saturday’s first leg. 

The Whites were thrown 
out of their normally silky 
stride during a full-blooded 
first leg at Craven Cottage, 
with the visitors 
maintaining a physical and 
high-tempo game-plan 
throughout. 

The Royals had skipper 
Paul McShane sent off for the 
sort of robust challenge on 
Kevin McDonald which 
typified their no-nonsense 
approach, but left with a 1-1 
draw which makes them 
slight favourites for the 
return clash this evening. 

Fulham will be hoping 
Reading prove less obsessed 
with simply shutting Fulham 
down this time around, but 
Reading boss Jaap Stam says 
his players must show the 
same kind of muscle as at the 
weekend. 

“In this league, there are 
teams who play more 
physically than we do, but in 
these [play-off] games, you 
need to be aggressive, go 
forward, and win your 
battles on the pitch,” Stam 
said. “It’s not just because 
you are playing at home that 
you are automatically going 
to be winning the game.” 

Jokanovic said: “They put 
out a very physical team - 
playing to the limit of the 
legal situation. 

“But they came into the 
game with a plan and this 
worked for them for one 
hour. Then we found a way 
to score a goal and I believe 
we played better football.” 

Both managers agree the 
tie is still finely balanced and 
that home advantage will not 
determine the outcome, as 
both sides strive for a 
Wembley showdown with ei¬ 
ther Sheffield Wednesday or 
Huddersfield in the Champi¬ 
onship’s final decider. 

“I didn’t expect we were 
going to win 5-0, like this like 
when we played them in 
December,” said Jokanovic, 
referring to the league clash 
between the sides in west 
London earlier in the season. 

“We must be strong and 
push hard. But we are 
always confident. We have 
shown clear progress this 
season. I believe my players 
are strong enough, with 
enough quality and enough 
confidence to win the game.” 

Fulham were hoping to 
eke out a precious first-leg 
lead, but never really got 
going in the face of Reading’s 
refusal to get involved in a 
beauty contest. In the end, 
they were just glad to cancel 
out Jordan Obita’s 53rd 
minute strike with Tom 
Cairney’s close-range header 
after 65 minutes. It is still all 
to play for.
